Raleigh, i1.C.; KIMP (960) Mount P easant, Texas, and CUB (570) Edmandston, N.B. 
The latter was heard with great difficulty, although only station on that frequency, 
KIMP was not new to my log, although reported to support our fine CPC. The brand 
new WEYL (950) Barbourville, Ky. was heard on ETs 3:00-3:45 a.m. in the clear on 
11/28 also. ‘Then on 12/1-I heard the ETs from the new WTCB (990) Flomaton, Ala. 
from 3:38-4 a,m, in the clear.’ The DX test from VCCM (800) Lawrence, Mass. cane in 
well on 12/3 from 3-3:30 a.m., for a new ons. Bvt there was no sign of the DY Tést 
from WSPN (900) Saratoga, Springs, N.Y. CJVI with its AN show was the only ono on 
900, The final DX logging of the week was WOTA (920) Andalusia, Ala, testing their 
new 5000 watt transmitter on 12/4 from 4:30-5 a.m, Verifications this past week 
were letters from KCVL WMAG WkLH~dx KVFC-dx WBEE WMSN-dx, and a card from WBFD-dx. 
Duplicate veries came from these specials: WHOD WITZ WADP. 
Listening confined to two mormings. Dec. 3, WOCh (800) DX with fair signal, but: 
deep fades at intervals, A loud buzzing noise on 900 made it impossible to copy 
WSPN-dx «no seemed to be having no station breaks, CBJ (1580) testing with tone 
and IDs every minute. Tried on Dec, 4 but found even high power stations coring in 
weak, Dec, 5, failed to get up until 3:45, If KODL was on it was covered by WILV's 
weak signal, WJMB (1349) DX logged with difficulty due to WMID. No sign of \.IXH Dx.

What in the .orld has happendd to DX this season? It certainly has been spotty! Ar 
early as the latter part of Augist I heard TAs, TI have. heard them regularly for a- 
bout tivo “recks at a time since then. I haven't heard a darn thing since Nov. 14 
and I've been trying every AM since, even the West Coast stations are weak. Some- 
times WMAQ in Chicago is overridden by a Cuban here, This year's TA repeption 
which got off to a good start here really smells now. Last year things were going 
great at this time. This lack of DX is the reason Fred'hasn't had much wterial, I 
believe, I don't try much for US stations, I find they don't reply too realily and 
what really washed me up was last season, a station in New England with a DX progré. 
on two dates, a week apart, did not reply although I reported both progrws enclos- 
ing return postage. That was the last strew, it's strictly foreign stations now. 
To me they have answered ne@rly 100%, ‘They have answered 100% to definite program 
data ana the enclosing of an IRC for return postage... A couple have not answered anc 
a few have replied that what I reported on tentative reports was not emitted by 
their stations. A tentative report in my estimation whould be stated as a q-estion 
asking if it is incorrect please forgive my mistake, but being a foreign language 1 
could not umerstand the talking and I sumised it could have been they. ‘Soiie have 
been very nice in their replies, One’ enclosed a station sked saying they would be 
only too zlad to send a verie for more definite information. I tried againend was 
successful. Another to whom I reported write and told me I was wrong, that it wase 
nit their station but they were forwarding my report to the one that was on. In 
due tine I got my verie from the correct station. I think if a listener approaches 
@ station tactfully, pleasantly and with some sort of a questioning letter he'll ge: 
a reply. ‘Th&és for foreigners only, It doesn't work with the U.S. stations. I 
guess they figure DX? What's DX? Any station in the U.S. can be heard anywhere, 
any time! Verie from RAI Rome 845 kc/s. for repeption of 10/1. Other TAs heard 
is year were 'toldies'. and were not reported. I want to send a bouquet to the CPC 
fof the iTRC, Tey are doing a *beng-up! job and even though I don't try for the U. 
S. stations ony more, others certainly are fortunate for the best BCB Radio Club ii 
the U.S. I ai a member of the NRC also, on the Board of Directors. ..... 
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I've cut my vork load in half within the past two weeks, which gives me a -iich bet- 
ter chince to gst in some DX. So far the results of my listening haven't been ex- 
ceptional, but I feel that at least I’m getting wack in twDX groove again, 11/25- 
HJCR-1200 finally identified positively. That one is heard here almost every night 
after WOAI sipns. 11/27 produced a couple of mysteries that I'd appreciate. sdme 
halp with, Both were LAs, one on 820 kc/s, and the other on 890 ke/s., both from 
about 2:30-3:10 EST wien I quit.’ The fellow on 890 played a buhch of U.S. songs 
sung in Spanish or Portuguese, incluling "Pancho Lopez," tne take-off on "Davy 
Crockett." These were really weak signals, but the 890 station was easy to log.

Did hear KPDQ-800 testing during 
the scheduled DX time for CFOB. 12/1 - WYCB, Flomaton, Al.. testing, tnen WABO 
with f/c. Those two stations aren't more than 125 miles apart, according to ny 
map, 12/3- ‘ICCM 800 weak but logsed, Not being very much interested in or very 
familiar with the type of nusie played on the show, I had a little trouble with id- 
entificrtions of records. Also 12/3, WWIL-«580 Fort Lauderdale, Fla, with what ev- 
idently is an AN show, QRiled by KLAK-1580 in what soumled like Lakewood, Col. or
